The attached memorandum is an example of the kind of classification 
abuse Executive Order 11652 seeks to avoid. 

On what ground is classification required? Your name is published 
in the Federal Register. The quarterly report furnished by the 
General Counsel of CIA gives the figure 797 in unclassified form. 

It is also deeply disturbing to see Section 5 (B) (2) used when 
E. O. 11652 admonishes that "use of the exemption authority 
shall be kept to the absolute minimum. " 

Please advise whether attached has been declassified and action 
taken.
